TEL AVIV. — The current visit 
of Soviet Foreign Minister Andre! 


‘ Gromyko to Damascus and Cairo 


does not foreshadow a radical 
change in Soviet-Egyptian relations, 
according to informed opinion here. 

Gromyko has in the past made 
lightning trips to the Middle East 
just before or during visits by 
American Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. The Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister will probably prepare the 
ground for a visit by Prime Min- 
ister Alexei Kosygin, and, later in 
the year, of party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

Grtomyko will be interested in 
learning what military hardware 
President Sadat obtained from the 
French, But opinion here is that 
the French and British arms in- 
dustry cannot make any serious 
impact on Egypt's. war potential, 
because the pace of arms produc- 
tion in the West is far slower than 
in the Soviet Union. Even if the 
French decide to take weapons 
from thelr regular forces to supply 
their Egyptian friends, the quantity 
would be small im comparison 
what the Soviets could supply, Ὡ 
they wished. 

It is not believed, for instance, 
that the French have more than 
700 or 800 medium tanks in active 
service. If the Egyptians want 
tanks, they might be more in- 
terested in the British “Chieftain,” 
which is produced in greater quan- 
tities than the standard AMX-30, 
with 115 105-mm gun. ἡ. 

However, all known Western 
tanks may now be out-performed 
by the new 40-ton Russian T-70 
shown recently in Warsaw, which 
is lower than the T-62 and has a 
more streamlined silhouette, Ap- 
perently, this tank was designed in 
comformity with Soviet theory that 
future warfare in Europe will be 
at least partly atomic. 

The Hgyptians are thought to 
have obtained a great deal of slec- 
tronic equipment from France, as 
the French are Imown to have 
developed sophisticated electronic 
devices.

HEAVY RAINS 
FIZZLE OUT

The rain that came roaring into 
the country with high winds on 
Saturday was only a drizzle yester- 
day, with the sun making inter- 
mittent appearances in most parts 


partly-cloudy weather with scatter- 
ed showers — including in the 
South, the Negev and Sinai — and 
more of the same tomorrow. 

Tl Tel Aviv the generally clear 
weather enabled Hnemen 
to repair all the electricity breaks 
caused by the storm, although the 
elty’s firemen (who are on partial 
strike) refused to answer calls to 
remove broken branches and anten- 
mas. Derech Salame and Sderot Ye- 
rushalayim, flooded on Saturday, 
were back to normel, In Haifa, 
where heavy rain fell until 1.30 
am. yesterday, 34 residents were 
evacuatd so that their low-lying 
flats could be pumped out,

It was forbidden by law to 
reveal or to publish them. 


Avner said that all the Cabinet 
Ministers would have the right to 
read the minutes of Committee meet- 
ings in the Cabinet Secretary's bu- 
Yreau. Any Minister could appeal 8 
Committee decision. His appeal could ἢ 
be heard in the framework of the i 
Committee. But if he desired, and if 
the Prime Minister consented, it 
could be beard in the full Cabinet. 

An appeal against a Security Com- 
mittee decision does not delay the 
implementation of that decision, un- 
less the Prime Minister expressly 
orders such a delay. 

The full Cabinet will continue to 
sit as a Committee of Ministers for 
Security Affairs from time to time, 
it is understood. (In such cases the 
general nature of the agenda has 
been announced in the past.) 

A small number of Ministers said 
yesterday they had second thoughts 
about the mecessity of having a spe- 
cial Security Committee. They argued 
that the Cabinet had managed very 
well so far to keep abreast of se- 
curity matters. But they said they 
did not intend to initiate any coun- 
ter-proposals, and.contented them- 
selves with abstaining.

He adds that 19 American firms re- 
presented tn Israel would like to 
take part. One of them, Kodak, says 


it has not been invited, because it 
does not belong to either of the two 
above-mentioned branches, accord- 
ing to the spokesman, 

In response to a cabled appeal 
from the Chamber, the U.S. Em- 
bassy stated last week: “We have 
again asked the Department of 
Commerce to seek some alternative 
form of U.S. representation at Tech- 
pology 175." The reference, it is 
thought, is to the creation of a Gov- 
ernment pavilion, the spokesman 
commented.

Tax authorities recognize 
higher car, meal expenses

The Income Tax Commission yes- 
terday announced it will recognize 
— for tax purposes — higher rates 
of reimbursement by employera for 
car and meal: expenses... 

This makes official the travel and 
Meal reimbursements paid by em- 
ployers even before the November 
devaluation, and enables them to 
increase the car allowance paid as 
of December, 1975, to compensate 
fer the devaluation. 


The car-allowance from 
last April until December will be 
recognized, at the rate of 60 agora 
per Kilometre, up to 16,000 km, 
and 30 agora per kilometre for 
travel above that quota, -From 
December 1,, the reimbursement de-, 
ductible by’ ‘the employer >will rige.. 
to 65 agora (up .to 16,000 km.), 
‘and 41 agora. (Most employers —- 
as well as the Government itself — 
pay employers’ who use their car 
for work at this rate.) 


This applies to employers who 
receive three-quarters of their fixed 
‘expenses (insurance and lcense 
fees). Those who get a reimburss- 
ment of two-thirds of the fixed 
expenses, receive one more agora 
per kilometre. For vehicles owned 
by the employers, the recognized 
expense is now 43 Pde per ‘Am. 
and 32 agora for the period April 
to December. 


The reimbursement of fixed si 
penses (whether 3/4 or 2/3), will 
not take into account the addition- 
al property tax imposed as part of 
the economic measures announced 
in July. If such payment is made 
by the employer, he would have to

Turkish soldier is killed 


NICOSIA. — A. Turkish soldier was 
in Saturday night’s battle 
between Greek Cypriot soldiers and 
Turkish army troops near the in- 
ternations! airport here. There 
were no reports of casualties from 


“the Greek Cypriot side. 


Mortars, heavy machineguns and 
automatic rifles were used in the 
fighting, which lasted for nearly 
two hours and ended when the UN 
peace force on the island secured a 
truce. A UN spokesman said that 
during the battle. which he describ- 
ed as “a major violation of the 
cease-fire,” four WN _ observation 
posts manned by Canadian troops 
came under heavy Turkish fire. 

The exchanges were the second 
in two days and centred around 
-@ race track on the western out- 
skirts of Nicosia and a roundabout 
near Nicosia international airport. 

Many Greek Cyprict families fled 
Nicosia during the heavy exchange 
of fire for safer areas in the 
mountainous hinterland of the 
Greek-oceupied part of the island 
They feared the fresh outbreak of 
fighting on Saturdsy might signal 
a fresh advance by the Turkish 
occupation army, whose summer 
operation has already transformed 
200,000 Greek Cypriots into re- 
fugees. 

“Due to heavy rain and poor visi- 
bility at the time,” UN observation 
posts in the area were unable to de- 
termine which side started the fir- 
ing, the UN spokesman said. 

Th? two rival sides blamed each 
other for opening fire firat. The 
Turkish side claimed that the Greek 
Cypriots broke the cease-fire for the 
second day in succession “in order to 
influence the decision of the U.S. 


Congress to discontinue military aid 
to Turkey by February 5.” 

A Turkish Foreign Ministry state- 
ment broadcast by the erica tailed 
ish Cypriot “Bayrak” τ station 
warned that the Turkish forces in 
Cyprus “will be forced to take pro- 
tective measures” if the violations 
of the cease-fire by the Greek Cyp- 
riots continue. The statement gave 
no details about what these protec- 
tive measures might be. Cyprus For- 
eign Minister John Christofides ac- 
cused Turkey Saturday of trying to 
create false impressions about its 
action in Cyprus because of the im- 
minent cutoff of American military 
aid to Turkey. 

Chdistofides was reacting to a 
statement by Turkish Cypriot lead- 
er, Rauf Denktash, about “Turkish 
goodwill” Obviously the Turkish 
statement was made to create an 
impression in view of the considera- 
tion by the U.S. Congress of the 
cut-off of military aid, the Greek 
Cypriot Foreign Minister said.

Ten years prison and exile 
for Soviet Baptist leader 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Georgi Vins, . 
an unofficial Soviet Baptist leader, 
has been sentenced by a Kiev court 
to five years of imprisonment fol- 
lowed by five years of exile, human 
rights campaigner Andrei Sakharov 
revealed yesterday. 
.Dr. Sakharov told western news- 
men by telephone that Vins was 
convicted last Friday .after a five- 
day trial on a charge of damaging 
the interests of citizens under the 
pretext of religious activity. 
Vins was secretary of a Baptist 
organisation which broke away some 
years ago from the officially re- 
cognised Soviet Baptist - Church. 
Dr. Sakharov said Vins had no 
defence inwyer at the trial. He had 
maintained that an atheist Soviet 


lawyer would not be competent to 
defend him in a trial involving re- 
ligious questions, and had therefore 
rejected Soviet legal aid. 

Three months ago Vins's rela- 
tives appealed to the Geneva-based 
World Council of Churches to ar- 
range for a foreign lawyer to de- 
fend him, but Soviet ᾿ authorities 
would not agree to this, Dr. Sakha- 
Tov said. " 

Vins was reported to have staged 
a hunger strike lasting at least 
four months following his arrest in 
Kiev last year. 

Dr. Sakharov said Vins' wife 
and sister were the only relatives 
allowed to attend the trial, which has 
not been reported in the central 
Soviet press.

MOSCOW (AP). — Last July, Diane 
Ignashev bade a tearful farewell to 
her Russian husband and left: for 
home in the U.S., fearing she might 
have to wait several years for their 


new life with his 23-year-old bride. 

“Tm free at‘last," he said after 
hugging and kissing friends and re. 
latives goodbye at Sheremetevo Air. 
port. “We've finally won.” 

Ignashev, 37, and the former Diane 
Nemec of Chicago were married 
July 14 in Moscow's Central Palace 
of Weddings after three months of 
battling a hostile Soviet bureau- 
cracy for permission to wed. 

During those three months, two 
men attacked Ignashev and fractur- 
ed his skull, and Diane lost her job 
as 2 style editor of “Moscow News,” 
an English-language Soviet news- 
paper. They said the reason for the 
assault and the firing was their 
desire to marry. 

Two weeks after the wedding the 
small, blonde Diane was forced to 
leave the Soviet Union because her 
visa had expired. Before leaving, 


she wrote a letter formally inviting 
her husband to come to the U.S, — 
8 prerequisite for his emigration. 

“She was very glum and peasi- 
mistic since the time she left,” 
Ignashev said in an interview short- 
ly before he left. “She was prepared 
to wait for years.” 

But on December 14, he received 
a postcard from the Soviet passport 
office inviting him to pick up his 

“Maybe they got tired of me,” 
he said, “I'm not that important for 
them to keep me here.” 

The government has made it dif- 
ficult for numerous Soviet-American 
couples who want to wed. Last 
year, US. Ambassador Walter 
Stoessel said in a cable to the State 
Department that Soviet authorities 
“have gone to extra lengths to frus- 
trate or delay” such marriages. 

Ignashev, who was fired from his 
job at the Library of Foreign Lan- 
guages two days before his wife 
left Moscow, said he had “no re- 
grets, no second thoughts about 
leaving the Soviet Union." His only 
concern was in leaving his mother, 
he said.
